Quebec, 27th November, 1917. 
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DEAR SiR:— Eat 


Being a scholar of the Boy’s High School, I have been asked 
to give a short outline of a soldier’s life in England, and will 
commence by saying I enlisted with the 171st Battalion, and 
left Quebec on 23rd November 1916 for England. We had a 
very fine trip across and landed in Liverpool on the morning 
of the 30th November. We then embarked on a train running 
on the London & North Western Railway and arrived in 
Witley Camp, Surrey, on 1st December at 1.30 A.M. We 
then got off the train and tired as we were, we marched about 
five miles up to the Camp, and when we reached our destina- 
tion, at about 2,30 A.M. we were given something to eat and 
had a rest. . 

Next day we had a muster parade and were attached to the 
11th C. M. R’s., but on the 11th of December we were trans- 
ferred again to the 148th Battalion. While we were with this 
Battalion we were all given six days leave, but those going to 3 
Ireland and Scotland were allowed eight days as it took them ua 
longer to reach there than the chaps going to London and ws 
elsewhere in England. In London I went to see as many 
interesting and historic places as I had time to do, but it is 
such a large place that it would take a month or longer to see 
everything one would wish to see. Everyone in London was 
very kind to us, and we appreciated all they did for us. We 
had such a good time that we were sorry when our leave was 
up and we had to return to Camp.
